Tobacco Trust Methods 



It is the popular impression that a 
tariff is the slowly worked out product 
of protracted congressional inquiry and 
matured thought, says the Chicago 
Tribune, a Republican paper. This 
impression is confirmed by long and 
apparently earnest senatorial debates 
over one or another schedule. The 
people who sat in the. senate galleries 
a few weeks ago and listened to the 
elaborate discussion of the wool and 
woolen schedule thought they saw how 
tariffs are made.

Fourtn : At the death of her sister 
from the proceeds of said note to the 
educational fund of the Christian 
church is to receive $1,000. 

Fifth : From same source $500 is 
to be given to Bourbon County Hospi- 
tal to be used to equip a room in mem- 
ory of her father, James *Scott. 

Sixth: From same source, $500 is to 
go to Bourbon County Hospital to 
equip a sun parlor room in memory of 
her mother, Emiline P. Scott. 

Seventh : From same source $500 to 
Bourbon County Hospital fund to equip 
a room to be known as the Emma 
Payne Scott room. 

Eigth : Reaminder of note to be 
used to build a substantial wall or 
fence around the old family grave 
yard on the farm owned by W. A. 
Thomason. 

Ninth: She gives to her sister, Mrs. 
Nannie Scott Montgomery all of the 
remainder of her real estate for life, 
at her death to go to her nephew, 
Hugh Scott. 

Tenth : If her nephew and sister 
die without issue, her real estate is to 
he sold and the proceeds to go to Jhe 
Bourbon county Hospital if it has been 
erected, if not erected, it is to go to 
trustees for the purpose of erecting 
a hospital in Paris to be known as the 
James Scott Memorial Hospital. 

Eleventh : If hdt nephew and sister 
die without issue and the hospital has 
been erected the proceeds of sale of 
her real estate is bequeathed to the 
Bourbon Fiscal Court, as trustee, to 
be used for the eduoation of poor, am- 
bitious worthy white girls of Bourbon 
county. Said fund to be known as the 
James Scott Memorial Fund. 

Twelfth : She gives the net income 
from her real estate for five years 
succeedding the daeth of her sister to 
her brother, W. R. Scott.

His net re- 
turns from the crop exceeded $5,500, 
or nearly $500 per acre. The man is 
Mr. John A. Stokes and his three 4-acre 
orchards contain 534 trees in all, rang- 
ing in age from 12 to 24 years. His 
big yield was obtained through no 
marked superiority of stock or soil, but 
simply through intelligent and scien- 
tific treatment of the trees, which 
j were sprayed at the right times and 
with the right preparations.

Tobacco Worms Scarce. 

One unusual feature of the tobacco 
crop this year is the scarcity of tobac- 
co worms. The farmers are at a loss 
to account for the relief from the pest 
but some of them believe that because 
there was no crop last year that the 
tobacco fly became almost extinct and 
therefore there are no eggs left to 
hatch out this year. Usually the to- 
bacco grower has a hard fight for sev- 
eral weeks to keep the tobacco worms 
from eating up the crop but this year 
there are many fields that have not a 
single hole in any leaf which is regard- 
ed as most remarkable. At the same 
time it is a great help to the growers 
for it lessens the labor over one-half 
and insures a better grade of tobacco. 
A crop of tobacco that has many of 
the leaves vrith large holes on them 
sells for much less than a crop that 
has perfect leaves.

Cheap Protection from Lightning 

Prof. Henry, of the Weather Bureau 
at Washington, in a bulletin just is- 
sued, entitled “Cheap Protection from 
Lightning,” declares that more atten- 
tion should be given ti e subject, as 
80 people are killed, twice as many 
injured and an immense amount of 
property destroyed by lightning every 
year. 

Prof. Henry shows how lightning 
rods that are “inexpensive, yet effect- 
ive,” may be put up by anybody. The 
following is his list of neccessary ma- 
terials : Enough galvanizd iron tele- 

graph wire to serve for the rod, 'a 
pound of galvanized iron staples to 
hold the wire in place, a few connect- 
ing these and a pound of aluminum 
poit. 

“While iron is not sp good a con- 
ductor as copper,” said the professor, 
“it is less likely to cause dangerous 
side flashes, and it also dissipates the 
energy of the lightning as more effec- 
tively than does the copper.”
